NO IMMUNITY fJIVEN. 

Bui 1 find in the nextcplace an¬ 
other trenchant lesson. 'Phe divine 
law does not accept zeal in bringing 
others to justice as a ground for ab¬ 
solving the prosecutor of his own 
•w'rongdoing. The scribes and Phar¬ 
isees cannot atone for their sins by 
denouncing ahd condemning others. 
'Phough a man might prov«‘ every 
other mail a living e.xample of total 
dojnavity and devote hf.s lii’e to the 
exposure and arraignment of crim¬ 
inals. he must lake his own place 
at the bar and answer the indict¬ 
ment ol his own iniquities. Instances 
have been known of a criminal under 
human government securing for hlm- 
.self immunity from punishment for 
his owu crimes by betraying his lead¬ 
er to tl)e ofPiers of the law or even by* 
himself executing sentence on that 
loader, but such men are despised for 
•their perfidy, even by the community 
that profits by the treachery. A sim¬ 
ilar principle is applied in our courts 
of justice when a man is allowed to 
turn state’s evidence. It sometimes 
happens that there is no way of 
convicting a notorious criminal but 
bv testimony of a confederate. That 
confederate's I'Vidence has to be pur¬ 
chased. and the price paid is a par¬ 
don fur him of his own share in the 
rrinit’. It Is a heavy price to pay, 
u miscarriage of justice, but it is a 
result of the inadequacy of human 
administration, and it has no place 
under divine law. 

FOR THE REPENTANT.

BOERS’ HIRDER TREASURE. 

Story of a Futile Search %ad of 
'Ultimate Recovery. 

Newe was received at Krugersdorp 
recently of the discovery in the bush- 
veld beyond JLouia Trichardt'e Drift 
and the Spelonjcen of the famous bur¬ 
ied treasure which was eecretly re» 
moved from the Pretoria Mint Just 
before Lord Kobert’a forces entercxl 
the capital, and which form¬ 
ed the romantic issoe in th# tragedy 
culminating in the execution of cx- 
Pollceman Swartc. The treasure 
which consists of bar gold and coin, 
appr^imately amounts to bO.ODO 
ounc^. and is valued at a quarter of 
a million sterling. 

'rhe story of its burial and rc?covery 
is senKatiunul in the extreme. It is 
a history of blood and crime, no 
less thttu six men having lost their 
lives in the burial and the subsequent 
search for the gold, which has lasted 
since the declaration of peace. Of 
the original party which was dis¬ 
patched to hide the gold not a sin¬ 
gle soul is alive to-day. It appears 
that Some tw'cnty-four hours before 
the occufiation of Pretoria by the im¬ 
perial forces, orders were received at 
the mint from the late President 
Kruger und Mr, Reitz, the then State 
Secretary, to remove the greater por¬ 
tion of the gold which was extracted 
from the Robinson, Rose Deep, Fer¬ 
reira and other mines to a secluded 
spot in the bush veld, beyond Pieters- 
burg. 

It was known by the old Trans¬ 
vaal ofQcials that a wagon with four 
mules, accompaniel by six siieciolly 
selected burghers, left Pretoria at 
midnight with the gold, and van¬ 
ished into the veld. The ex-police¬ 
man Swartz and the man whom he 
murdered, and for which he suffered 
the lust peiHilty, .were among thej 
party. .After burying the gold, four 
of the wardens of the treasure re¬ 
joined the commandos; but a luckless 
fate seemed to have pursued them, 
and they were all killed shortly af¬ 
terward. For .some time the search 
aiipeared to have died out, and it 
was only through second or third 
hand knowledge that a Krugersdorp 
syndicate of six, including e.x-CSens. 
Kemp and (’elliers, ex-Polfce Lieu¬ 
tenant Van Zyl, W. D. Smith and S, 
J. Kemp, cou.K’in of the ex-Cienernl, 
found out that there was State 
treasure buried in the bushveld. 

'Lhc party intide repeated e.xploriiig 
trips into the Low' Country in the 
bad season to escape observation, 
and most of them were stricken w’ith 
malarial fever. Each member took 
a (Hfi’orent direction, with the under¬ 
standing that if any found the treas¬ 
ure it w'as to be split up into equal 
proportions. Only one member, how¬ 
ever, found the burial place, and he 
was e-X-CJen. Celliers. The site w’as 
between two peculiar trees. \ red 
flag us a sign, was stuck up on one 
of the trees, with a carcass of a 
mule in between, one of the ribs off 
the mule being imbedded in the 
ground where the gold was buried, 1 
On returning to Pietersburg. ex-Ocn. ' 
Colliers w'ns prostrated with malarial ^ 
fever In the hospital, and while he | 
was hovering between life and death 
he divulged part of his secret to the 
other members of the syndicate who, 
however, after repeated searchings, 
failed to find the spot.

Dirty Children Sent Home, and 
Parents Must Appear in 
Court. 

The London County Council have 
framed a new by-law which practi¬ 
cally makes the u.se of soap among 
school children coropulsoiy. 

Under the new scheme of the lOdu- 
cation Committee several certificatefi 
nurses have been appointed to ex¬ 
amine the cnr.iiitiun of the .scholars. 
Children in a diiiy state are exclud¬ 
ed, and the f/arents summoned lor 
non-attenUnnee, 

In Sonthwark and other districts 
south of the Thames tlie by-law has 
received the active ?iupport of t'he 
mugislrules, but Mr: Cluer. the Wor¬ 
ship street stipendiary> refus<*d to 
impose penalties, as the school doc¬ 
tor, acting on the ad'vice of the nur.sa 
had ordered that a child should not 
be re-admitted in u clean state till 
after the parents 

HAD BEEN SUMMONED. 

The head teacher of the Scawfell 
street school, Huggerston, where this 
happened, to.ld a Daily NeW’s repre¬ 
sentative that a nnrse recently paid 
surprise visit to the school and ex- 
araini'd the children. In one or tw;o 
ca.ses the children were sent home, 
and notice of uncleanliness was given 
lo the parents, with a word of ad¬ 
vice as to how the children shoufd ho 
washt*d. Where that notice was ig¬ 
nored the case was reported to the 
doctor, and iirosecution for i.on-at- 
tendance followed. , 

"I think it is an excellent by¬ 
law," said the head teacher, "and I 
am glad to see the L. C. C.'s ex¬ 
ample is being followed by other edu¬ 
cation authorities throughout the 
country. H chocks the sjirend of 
skin disea.se.*-, . such as ringworm, 
which has been very prevalent lately.

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WIRELESS TELEPB017E IS NOW 
A REALITY. 

A Wonderful System That Out¬ 
shines Marconi's Great 
Discovery. 

Telephoning along a ray of light! 
It seems incredible, but it has been 
accomplished. 

Science has harnessed to this old 
world many helping steeds, but none 
more wonderful than this, delight¬ 
fully simple though it appears to l)e. 

You can stand beside a telephone 
transmitter, “ring up'’ a neighbor or 
a distant fri«*nd with an electric 
flash, and swiftly comes to you along 
a similar streak of light his reply. 

Marconi’s triumph is hardly more 
marvellous. lie has dispensed with 
wires in telegraphy; the scientists 
who have been experimenting with 
photophony, or radiophony, as the 
transmission of .sound by means of 
light is sometimes called, have been 
equally successful, and have added 
another to the great discoveries of 
the nineteenth and twentieth cen¬ 
turies. 

How is it done? It all hinges upon 
the peculiar property of selenium of 
o.tering its resistance in the light 
A plain mirror is arranged to reflect 
a beam of light upon a .selenium cell 
in circuit with an ordinary telephone 
receiver at the receiving end. 

USE OK 'niE MIRROR. 

The mirror, which serves as a tele¬ 
phone diaphragm, is placed in front 
of a resonating chamber and a 
mouthpiece, so that the slightest, 
sound makes it vibrate, and thus 
alter the intcnsitv'pf the beam of 
light. ‘ N 

These changes in the beam of iig'ht 
afToct the selenium in the receiver 
and so the message finds its way 
through space. 

It is to Bell that the credit of the 
discovery is <luc. In 1880 he devised 
the “photopimne,’’ and subsequent 
experimenters all acknowledge their 
indebtedness to him. The German 
Governrmmt granted a std)»tantial 
sum of money to a young Berlin sci¬ 
entist. Ernst Ttuhmcr. who hud al¬ 
ready carried out successfully experi¬ 
ments. j)ro\ing his ability, under 
varying atmospheric conditions. to 
transmit arliculalc sound across wa¬ 
ter over distances ranging from a 
mile to nine and a third mile.s. the 
messages being .satisfactorily received 
and understood. 

Earlier experimenters had sticceeded 
in transmitting sound for the brief¬ 
est distances. Ridmier had his eye 
on a .system which would be of com¬ 
mercial value. 

He discovered that selenium is sen¬ 
sitive to other than red and yellow 
rays—to blue, violet, and ailtra-violct, 
or invisible rays—otherwi.so it would 
have been impossible to use the ap¬ 
paratus when the sun was shining, 
lie also found that the distance over 
which the message could be transmit¬ 
ted depended largely on the si/.e of 
the mirror tised. 

A receiving station was erected on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm Tower in Grun- 
wald. and tests were made on a dull 
and foggy evening between the trans¬ 
mitter on a small launch and the 
station, a distance of four and a 
third miles. Though the mirror was 
small and the light imperfect. the 
message was distinctly understood | 
With a larger mirror much larger I 
distances were sncccssii.lly "bridged.’' 

WONDERFUL .SVSTl'M, | 

The reader may wonder what are I 
the a(l\antages of this system of 
wireless telej)hony over the ordinary 
system.

THE VANISHING LIGHTNiJUR- 
CONDUCTOR. 

Worthless as a Safeguard Again.st 
Attacks of the Electric 
Fluid. 

During a remarkable storm in New 
York a short time ago lightning 
struck no -fewer than thirty-five dif¬ 
ferent buildings in as many minutes, 
the majority of which were fu.rnish- 
ed with lightning-rods, says a well- 
known builder. The electric fluid 
apparently scorned the conductor, 
and instead of running down it at¬ 
tacked the fiag-stufls, splitting the 
poles into a thoii.^^and fragment.^ and 
scattering them in all directions. 
F.lc’Ctricians have told me that while 
the forked rod undoubtedly attracts 
the lightning the electricity, in nine 
cases A\ut of ten, does not run down 
the wire and into the ground, as is 
generally suppo.sed, but strikes some 
other part of the building near the 
rod. ^ 

Some of the bigge.'-t sky-.scrapeM in 
the world are now built without 
lightning-rods and, as a consetnience, 
arc seldom struck. In order to prove 
to you how the value of the light¬ 
ning-conductor has waned I may toll 
you that, while ten or fifteen yoar.s 
ago every insurance company insisted 
that each building for which they is¬ 
sued a policy should be furnished 
with a lightning-rod, to-day they 
make 

NO SUCH STIPULATION. 

A couple of years ago a valuable 
te.stimoifay to the uselessness and even 
danger of the lightning-rod was af¬ 
forded by a case which came under 
my personal knowledge. A big build¬ 
ing was being erected in one of the 
great cities, aiul as it neared com¬ 
pletion the subject of the lightning- 
rod came up for discussion. The 
contractors asserted that no rod was 
necessary; In fact, they said the 
building would be safer without it. 
The firm for whom the sky-scraper 
was being biailt, however, insisted 
that the usual aupposofi safeguard 
against the structure being struck 
should be included. Of course, the 
contractors made no objection. and 
as soon as the work was finl.shed the 
lightning-rod was run up. 

The very next week a terrific thun- 
deistortn swejAt over the city, and the 
first building to be struck was the 
newly-coni[»leted sky-sciupei'. .Mmost 
the whole of 1 h«’ roof v.a^- torn ofT. 
while the Ihig-stafi', on whi^h the 
lightning-condvictor was »*rectcnl, »•(>- 
mained uninjured. The owners were 
nstou;nded at such a curious coinci¬ 
dence. but as they were fully covercs-l 
by insuiance they sufiered no great 
loss. The insurance company, how¬ 
ever, before renewing the pedicy, in¬ 
sisted on the lightning-conductor be¬ 
ing removed, which, of coiirsi-, was 
done, and tlie building has

Ttzt of the Leison, II. Kings vi., 
8-23. Golden Text, 

Ps. xxxiv., 7. 

A good title for a large part of the 
Bible would be "rhe Lord God, the 
God of Israel, who only doeth won¬ 
drous things and • • ery devout 
heart should cry; "Blesse<l be His 
glorious name forever, and let the 
whole earth be filled with His glory. 
Amen and Amen!" (Ps. Ixxii., 18, 
19). From beginning to end His 
name is wonderful, and He i.s ever, 
doing wondrous things in love and 
grace for and througth the sinful sons 
of men, Elisha, the man of God, is 
still before us as a sample of what 
man might and ought to be, for 
while there i.s but one perfect pat¬ 
tern. the man Christ .Jesus, there are 
many who may be followed as fur as 
they follow God, but the very blessed 
way is to see no one but Jesus only, 
to run with patience looking unto 
Jesu^s (Mark ix., 8; Hob. xii., 1, 2); 
to cease from mam and behold the 
Lord (l.sa. ii., 22; iii., 1). 

The opening verses of our chapter 
tell of the new house by Jordan 
w"hlch the sons of the oropiiets start¬ 
ed to build because the place where 
they dwelt with I'.li.sha was too 
strait for them.

Keel) opeiL the windows of your 
crowded workshops, and as soon as 
you ri.**? oiH*n all the windows of 
your bedrooms. Never sltH*p in a 
room without a chimney in it. nor 
block that up. Inattention to this 
advice, be assured, will bring dis¬ 
eases on yoursehes and engender 
among you lyjihiis fever, which iM 
only another name for i)utrid lever, 
which will carry ofT yonr wives and 
children. Let me again repent my 
.serious adv ice—oi>en your windows 
to let in th^ fresh air at least once 
n (hiy. ReAieinber what 1 say ; I 
speak now without a fee, and can 
have no other interest than your 
good, in this my ndvice." 

It would Ik* well indeed were It 
possible to e.xtend this e.xcellent ad¬ 
vice to our people, especially those 
living i.'t large centers of population. 
Altiu.tigh it would he found Impossl- 
bh* in the inajoi ily of cases to "never 
sleep in a room without a chimney," 
as open grates iire v<Ty little nseti 
in this country, tlie advice t«) thor¬ 
oughly air the rooms a* least once a 
day, b,v keeping the wiiulows open 
for A .s'hort lime, can easily be car¬ 
ried out. and ev«*n if they .should 
entirely cIosahI throughout the day 
(we refer especially to the winter 
seastui; the rooms can he perfectly 
ventilated during the night by lower¬ 
ing one or all a fractioli of an inch. 
This impercept ihle opening i.s n reg¬ 
ular life savAM', So to speak. \'cnti- 
lation by some moans or another is 
absolutely indispcnsiblo; such ventila¬ 
tion wherehv- impure air may ho ex¬ 
changed for jAure—sickness lor health. 


HOW 'I'O STOP BLEEDING. 

It often haPl>ens in cases of acci¬ 
dent that the danger to life is great- 
Iv- increased by. if not solely depen¬ 
dent uf»on, the loss of blood, the in¬ 
jury itself being a comparatively tri¬ 
vial afinir. Whether light or serious 
the woutid can wait, indee-J in most 
cases must wait, for the arrival of 
the idiysician. but the bleeding waits 
ioi‘ notl)ing—it must be arrested 
speedily, and if it is not .sioi)ped by 
some one on the spot, or if it doe.s 
not cease .spontaneously, the coming 
of the physician may be useless, for 
the wounds of a dead man need no 
binding. 

In classes of instruction in first aid 
to the wounded, this point i.s always 
insisted upon, and rightly; but unfor¬ 
tunately how bleeding from a cut or 
torn artery can be quickly and cer¬ 
tain Iv arrested is not always clearly 
enough explained. I'he pupils study 
diagrams depicting the course and 
direction of the large arteries, and 
round black or red disks are placed 
yt the I'oints where [»ressure cari be 
ellociivaly al^pli'*'! to shut olT the flow 
of hlooil from the parts lower down 
on the limb; the application of a 
touinitpiei is taught, and sometimes 
even th.e mode of tying an artery 
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system. There are throe, at any 
rate. Messagos can be sent more 
rapidly than at. present; replies to 
messages received can be sent In¬ 
stantaneously, and perfect .secrecy is 
assured. The disaTlvantage of the 
system is that the distance to which 
messages ran he transmitted is limit¬ 
ed. Sanguine Investigators assert, 
however, that it will be efTective for 
i a distance of a hundred and filty 
1 miles. 

The installation of wirele.ss tele¬ 
phones on the ships of our navy 
would, one would think, be of the 
■greatest Viilue. especially at night. 
Absolute secrecy would bo insured, 
and that, in conjunction with the 
rapidity with which me.ssages can bo 
sent, ought to render them especially 
useful. 

The admiral could give his orders 
quickly to the sliips of his fleet and 
without fear of their being read by 
any hostile or jjas.sing vess<*l. 

And on land the cost of a wire¬ 
less telephone is small enough to war¬ 
rant its introdticiion and popular use 
for short distances. 

Undoubtedly this gift of science is 
In valu.able one. at.d before the world 
is niueh older we may see flashing 
across our cities and over the sea 
shafts of light bearirig our messages 
and enquiries.

If a list were made of all the build¬ 
ings .struck by lightning In any great 
city during a twelve-month, I aiii 
convinced that at least 9.5 per cent.

There is no doubt about 
it that the long respect which the 
lightning-conductor Has enjoyed as*^ 
kind of mechanical Ajax is drawing 
lo a rlo.se, and soon everyone will be 
tearing them down and turning them 
into laundry linos. 

There is another fallacy, I think, 
with regard to lightning, viz.., that 
it always strikes the highest point of 
a building, and hence the custom of 
placing the rod n few inches ahov»* 
the loftiest idnnacle. fn many casns 
you will find that this is by no 
means the case. l..ast year, for in¬ 
stance. a certain church was struck 
by lightning, ljut it was not the lop 
of the Spiro which was shattered, but 
the roof of t'he nave. The church 
was furnished with a lightning-rod 
which ran up the s^iire and a (oot or 
so above the vane, but it was useless 
as a safeguard. Another church near 
by which had a sfilre several feet 
higher, but which was without a 
lightning-rod, escaped all injury. 


CONCERTS IN THE CAVES. 

English Town Finds Them Very 
Cool in Summer. 

The problem of providing entertain¬ 
ment in cool and comfortable at- 
mo.sphere during the hot weather has 
been .solved at Chislehurst, England, 
by utilizing the Caves. 

The.so caves—which some authori¬ 
ties contend are ancient hiding-places 
and dwellings, while others .say they 
are nothing but old chalk workings 
—are situated about 15U feet be¬ 
neath Chi.selhurst Common. En¬ 
trance is obtained at a lower ground 
level near the railway station. 

A stage has been erected, with foot¬ 
lights, etc., the illuminating power 
being electricity. The dre.ssing- 
rooms and grei'n-room are j>art of 
what is known as a Druidical temple 
—a sort of underground Stonehenge, 
with circular galleries—and the tem¬ 
perature remains steady at 50 deg. 
throughout the year, the concerts 
provide entertainment in an atmos¬ 
phere which is a delightful change 
from the recent oppressive heat. The 
novelty has x^rovocl very attractive. 

An amusing point arose when ap¬ 
plication was made to Chislehurst 
Urban District Council for a music 
and dancing license. The Council 
found t’hut none of their regulations 
as to construction of the “building" 
or provision of fire extinguishing ap¬ 
pliance could be brought to bear, 
and, after some discussion they de¬ 
cided that it was a unique ca.se, in 
which no license was required.

OLD GRIOEK CALENDAR. 

Ancient time-keeping has received 
new light from two remarkable stones 
lately unearthed by the German ex¬ 
plorers on the site of the old Ionic 
port of Miletus. These stones are 
the remains of calendars, of which 
one Is shown to date from 109A.D. 
The year was divided into twelve zo¬ 
diacal signs, and against each month 
the motion of the remaining signs 
was given, with a note predicting the 
weather. On the left side were thir¬ 
ty holes, a wooden peg being moved 
forward one hole each day, thus giv¬ 
ing the astronomical date. The new 
find has made clear the moaning of 
parapegma, or peg calendar, a name 
by which other stones have bc’en ra¬ 
ther myatcriously known.

000,000 there are slaves to the num¬ 
ber of 10,000,000. Every family of 
means keeps its girl slaves, and a i 
man’s position is usually gauged b.v ^ 
the number he keeps. At any age • 
from three lo fifteen girls are S)ld, 
.seven or eight being the age at which 
most change hands. The girls are 
purchased to do housework, it being 
cheaper to buy than to hire. Slaves 
vary in price; $10 is about the aver¬ 
age. but much depends on the gill’s 
appearance. A good-looking girl will 
fetch $20, or even $40.

One must make sure, in doiog this, 
lluit the linger is really making pres¬ 
sure on the bliH'ding point, which 
may be deep down at the bottom of 
the wound; but the continuance of 
the bleeding will soon prove that the 
linger, (*r the cloth pad. or the 
rounded slick, or whatever is used to 
make pressure with, is not pressing; 
on tile right sjiot. Care must ba 
taken not to soil the wound with 
dirty fingers or a dirty rag. If time 
and opportunil.v permit, the finger 
should first lie washed or at least! 
wiped with a clean cloth, and if a 
cloth pad is nsod the outer layers at 
lea.st must 1)0 fn'e from vi.sible dirt.

round the base; stand the dish in tlie 
oven for five minuto.s to make quite 
hot, and to give a slight golden tint, 
and servo immediately. The Illu.s- 
trated London News suggests still 
another appetizing *mel'hod of cook¬ 
ing rice. This begins with boiling 
the rU-e with onions, then frying it 
in flat or cork-shaped portions, and 
serving with a brown sauce poured 
around them. Or tlie rice can be 
'mixed with beaten eggs, salt and 
pepper to taste, and a pinch of mute 
and saffron and fini.shod in the oven. 

Rollemuji.s—These little spicy rolls of 
fish are a Gorman conceit and very 
tempting, particularly when served 
for .breakfast with French fried po¬ 
tatoes and cri.sp radi.shes. To pre- 
jpare, select plump sal'. Holland her¬ 
ring; remove tho backbone and di¬ 
vide lengthwi.se into fillers and soak 
for six hours in cold water; drain 
and on each jiiwe la.v three pcpi»er- 
corns, a tiny piece of a bay loaf, a 
bit of lemon peel, two or thioc 
cloves and half a teaspoonful of 
chopped onion; roll -up, tie. with 
thread, or fasten with liny skc.wers 
and place in a crock; heat sufficient 
vinegar to cover the fish and pom- 
over it, repeat this process for three 
mornings, when tho rollemups will he 
ready to serve. If the vinegar is 
very sharp dilute with water to the 
amount of a third. 

Cooking Fruit in the Oven.— 
Many fruits are richer and better for 
being cbokod in the oven, instead of 
stewed on top of the stove. 'rhis is 
especially tho case with apricots, 
prunes and apples. All ft’uit cooked 
in the oven should bn closely covered 
to prevent its browning. Jt should 
be cooked slowly, care being taken 
that it doe.s not dry on the dish. 
This will not happen^if it is well 
covered W’ith water at first and taken 
from the oven when the water and 
.sugtfl* have bolkxl to a ridh 

jelly. In most cases the fruit should 
be cooked about half a day, or for 
several hours, A stoneware pipkin 
or a heavy earthen pudding dish, cov-| 
ored with a plate, i.s the best thing 
to cook fruit in. Prunes, if cooked 
in this way, should bo sprinkled with 
fine shavings from the yellow rind «)f 
an orange. They "dry down" easily 
and therefore should be tightly cov¬ 
ered and cooked slowly. Apricots 
j should be cooked a long time. After 
1 tho sugar is added take off' the cover 
jand let the fruit glaze a little but 
:not harden.

I Ilefore washing linens embroidered 
jwith blue, or the pretty light blue 
Japanese linen embroidered in white 
soak for an hour in cold water in 
which an ounce of sugar of lead to 
each gallon of water has been dis¬ 
solved. 

Apricots are rather insipid eaten 
raw,"~but they makd** many delicious 
desserts. Apricot jam and marma¬ 
lade are easy to make, and form the 
basis of a number of dainty dishes. 
An omelet spread with* apricot jam 
and sprinkled with powdered sAigar 
is very good. A custard pie with a 
layer of apricot jam spread over the 
unde crust is also recommended. 

Lamb stew is very much improved 
by the addition of curry powder, 
especially if it is a rechaulToe or 
"left-over." Made of cold roast meat 
with fresh raw potatoes and the cur¬ 
ry it becomes a delicious entree, de¬ 
serving of a more euphonious name 
than "stew." 

A sandbag is said by Health to 
be greatly superior to a hot water 
bag, which many people pi ize so 
highly. . Get some clean, fine sand; 
dry it thoroughly in a kettle on the 
stove; make a bag about eight inches 
square of flannel; dll it with the dry 
sand, sew the oj>ening carefully to¬ 
gether, and cover the bag with cot¬ 
ton or linen cloth. This will prevent 
the sand from silting out, and also 
enable you to heat the bag quickly 
by placing it in the oven or on top 
of the stove. After once using this 
you will never again attempt to 
warm the feet or hands of a sick per¬ 
son with a bottle or brick. The 
sand holds the heat for a long time.

I Don’t litter up the kitchen when 
getting a meal, because it will take 
hours to "clean up" after the meal 
is over.

But then—so she 
averred later—it occurred to her that 
Mrs. Kent, who was vei*y fidgety 
about her children, might have enter¬ 
ed the nursery during the night, per¬ 
haps hearing the boy cry, or cough, 
and have carried him to her own 
room. So she composed herself to 
sleep again. 

An hour and a half later she rose 
and dressed; then, having washed and 
dressed the baby, proceeded to knock 
at her mistress' door. 

"Who is there?" responded the 
voice of Mrs. Kent. "What is it?" 

"Please, mn’am," queried the girl, 
"is Muster Savilo with you?" 

"With me? Certainly not." 

"Well, ma'am," cnine the trembling 
reply, "he Is not in the nursery." 

Within a minute or two, ns may 
well be imagined, the whole house 
was in an uproar. The place was 
thoroughly searched from garret to 
basement. Hut no trace of the mis¬ 
sing child could be discovered. 

Moreover it became quickly evident 
that there had been foHil plqy. 'Hie 
drawing-room door, locked b.v Mr.

Jealousy of her little brother, and 
a deeire to be revenged upon her step¬ 
mother, had prompted her to the 
deed. 

She had carefully plann^ it long 
previously; had purloined and hidden 
one of her father's razors; and had 
also abstracted from the washing- 
basket one of her nightdresses, fore¬ 
seeing that she would probably be 
more or less covered witfn the child's 
Llood. This garment she had after¬ 
wards- burnt in her own bedroom, 
putting the ashes In the kitchen 
grate. 

The actual murder was committed 
shortly after midnight. She carried 
her baby brother from the nursery 
—sleeping, and wrapped In a blanket 
—through the drawing-room, and 
round to the shed at the back of the 
house. 

Arrived there, she lit a candle she 
had previously secreted, killed the 
child, and returned to the Ijouse 
quite unobserved. The woman's ^n- 
der garment which had been founaln 
the scullery .had, she ad^ed, no con¬ 
nection with the n/lair whatever. 

The prisoner was tried for h^r life 
on her own confession before Mr. 
Justice Willes at the Salisbury As¬ 
sies. The date was the 20th July, 
1^5, five years to the day from her 
first arrest, ‘ 

She was dre.ssed plainly in sombre 
black, and her face was pale, but de¬ 
termined. She pleaded guilty to 
the indictment, and was sentenced to 
death, her judge bursting into tears 
as he pronounced the terrible words. 

Constance, ii, was said, desired to 
expiate her crime with her life, and 
particularly requested that no efiorts 
mig’ht be made to obtain a reprieve. 

Nevertheless, It w'as felt on all 
hands that it was a case in which it 
would be inexpedient to e.xact the 
extreme penalty of the law. And, 
indeed, her sentence was commuted 
to penal servitude almost immediate¬ 
ly- 

She was released on July 18th, 
1885, after a captivity of twenty 
years’ duration! and, it Is said, is 
now living under an assum«xi name 
In an Anglican Convent.—Pearson’s 
Weekly.

Happy in¬ 
deed is the country where bravery 
and intelligence are combined in so 
just a measure. Japan has lost 
fe’ons whom any country in any age 
might have mourned with pride, and 
it is their death which has enabled 
her to develop a fresh stage in what^ 
bids fair to be the mo.st momentous 
of modern campaigns."

ownership and operation is preferable 
in the public interest. In the United

THE STAR ANTARES. 

Ita Maaa I« Many Thousand Times 
Creatcr Thnn the Snu. 

In tho constellation Scorpio, seen, 
when visible at all, low down In our 
southern sky, is a star of about the 
first magnitude, onlled Antares. 'Ibis 
object Is, according to uioiisurcinont 
of Its parallax by Sir David Gill, 
enormously distant and must there¬ 
fore be a colossal body. One of our 
astronomers, J. E. Gore, computed 
from photometric considerations that 
Its mass is probably 88,000 times that 
of the sun. As a rule, the teiulency 
of astromouers Is to doubt whether 
such dififerouccs as tlu?se figures im¬ 
ply exist among the clestial orbs, but 
undoubtedly the mass of Antares 
must be exceptional. Mr. Larkin of 
the Lowe observatory, California, 
points out that round this great star 
is a wide region “about as void of 
stars as any known to the telescope.” 
Many starless fields arc encountered 
In tho heavens. “Tliese blackened and 
waste areas show no stars, or, If any, 
they are on the extreme limit of vision, 
in this splendid and pure mountain 
air. In tliese dark expanses no trace 
of the delicate, pearl white, shlinuier- 
Ing background of the sidereal struc¬ 
ture can Ift seen. Tho Inference is 
that all till luatter once In this area 
has betm wrawii In to hnlltl up tho 
colossal sun Antares.” The space has 
heen swept clean. In tho constella¬ 
tions Sagittarius and Scorpio there ex¬ 
ist many black fields without either 
star or nobnions background.—London 
Telegraph.

Choate Knew De Uninc^er. 

It Is the fusblou to laugh gently at 
any claim of u special sense for style 
in writing., Most people really believe 
that Mr. Brown and Mr. Johnson will 
order a car load of potatoes in substan¬ 
tially the same words and that Lord 
Bacon and Master Shakespeare wrote 
enough alike to deceive their dearest 
friends. But ’occusionaily one comes 
upon an Illustration that goes to prove 
style In w'ritlug hi as distinctive to the 
trained eye as color Is. 

Many years ogo James T. Fields was 
making a collection of the writings of 
De Qulucey. The essays were widely 
scattered In various periodicals and 
were often hard to Identify. Mr. 
Fields knew Rufus Choate ns a devot¬ 
ed student of be Quincey and wrote 
him one day asking his opinion as to 
a certain article. Was It by De Quin- 
cey or not? 

Mr. Choate replied Hint It certainly 
was. There couid be no mistaking the 
style of the piece. A few weeks later 
Mr. Choate received, through Mr. 
Fields, a letter from Do Quincey deny¬ 
ing absolutely ami somewhat Indig¬ 
nantly the authoisiiip of the article. 
But Choate was not of the stuff to 
yield his opinion for a trifle like that. 
Ho wrote to Mr. Fields: 

*T still believe tliat l>e Quincey wrote 
the essay, De QrJncey to the contrary 
uotwlthstnudlng.” 

Doubtle.ss Mr. Fields read the note 
with a smiling comment, “That’s Just 
like Choate’s confidence in his own 
judgment!” 

Months elapsed.♦ One day there came 
a letter from Do Quincey containing a 
humble apology fb'- bis previous blun¬ 
der. By chance lie liad found In his 
desk the manuscript of the very arti¬ 
cle In (luestion. Written ns it had been

In the tropics, where the wild figs 
ilourlsb, there is a constant struggle 
for life among numberless species of 
plants. Certain of the wild figs appear 
to have learned this and provide a fruit 
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For Infants and Children. 


The Kind You Have Always Bought 
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which Is a favorite food for maay 
birds. Theu an occasional seed la 
dropped by a bird w here It finds lodg¬ 
ment In the 0X11 of a palm frond high 
In the air. 

There the seed takes root and la 
nourished by the little accumulation 
of dust and vegetable matter. It seuda 
forth an aerial root, w'hlch creepa 
down the palm, sometimes coiling 
about the trunk on Its way. When 
this slender, cordlike rootlet reaches 
the ground It secures foothold and be¬ 
comes the future trunk of the fig tree. 

After the descending rootlet has se¬ 
cured Itself In the ground a branch 
bearing a few leaves springs from the 
eee<l In the palm top, and a vigorous 
growth begins. Then the fig gradually 
enlarges and Incloses the supporting 
palm trunk until the latter Is complete¬ 
ly shut In the heart of Its foster child ,

Question is sometimes made whe¬ 
ther or not it is profitable to feed 
grain to young stock eariy. Every¬ 
one knows that all life, animals as 
well as plant, makes the most rapid 
growth and development during the 
early period of its existence. In pro¬ 
portion to the length of time oc¬ 
cupied in reaching maturity, is the 
rapidity ^ with which growth pro¬ 
ceeds. Those who have even the 
most ordinary observation will note 
that where thwe has been an insuf- 
, llciency of nutrients necessary to 
full development during the xjarly 
' stages of growth, neither animal nor 
plant life will ever recover from the 
effects of sudh lack of nourishment. 

I Nature's first food milk containing so 
'much protein and ash, forms a guide 
for the future feeding; these constitu- 
lents being so necessary to building 
I up the frame in growing stock. In 
determining the quality and quan¬ 
tity of rations, consideration must 
be given to the purpose for which 
the cattle are afterward intended. In 
feeding for b^, while supplying to 
the calves a sufficiency of frame¬ 
growing nutrients, the rations should 
also be rich in flesh forming material 
so as to retain the calf flesh and 
bring on evenly an increase in loth 
frame and flesh. If intended foi^ 
dairy purpose, then the line of feed¬ 
ing should be sucl^ that while main¬ 
taining a thrifty ^condition as to 
flesh, will .soon raise an animal of 
large* frame and hardy constitution 
fitted for the dual .strain of mater¬ 
nity and producing a large flow of 
ndlk. Considering these things, it 
seems almost superfluous to question 
the 

WISDOM AND ECONOMY 

of feeding a generous allowuuco of 
grain l>o you.ng stock especially dur¬ 
ing the fall and winter months. Dur¬ 
ing the spring and summer month.s 
when the pastures arc in the fust 
flush of growth it is probable that 
good grazing will supply all the ele¬ 
ments of nutrition necessary, but as 
pastures begin to fire n small uHow- 
ance of grain, to be increased ns 
winter approached, will prove most 
beneficial in keeping up the condition 
acquired from the summer pasture. It 
is of the u.tinost importance to keep 
the young animals always gaining; 
to allow a falling off in condition is 
false economy, as the after cost of 
putting it on again will greatly ex¬ 
ceed the expence of a little vxf.ra 
gam feed at the proper time. It 

would be indeed difficult to find a 
ration without grain for properly 
wintering young stock—possibly wi*il 
made corn silaga and clover hay 
would be found very .satisfactory, 
though there would, of course, be 
some grain in the silage. Of the 
whole wheat rolled or crushed. The 
largest an«l most even lot of calves 
I ever saw were fed on a ration of 
pulped root mixed with straw and 
hay with an allowance of rolled 
wheat added; generall.v, however, this 
grain i.s to be expensive, except its 
l)y-pro(iuct bran, which shouUi never 
be omitted from the grain ration of 
young slock, probably there is . no 
more suitable grain than oats for 
all young animals and if raised on 
the farm it should not be very ex¬ 
pensive. A grain ration of two 
parts bran to one each of oats

Every man of mn two hundred Cos¬ 
sacks command^ by Capt. Tourgen- 
ieff, who on T^io.sday night recon- 
noitored the Japanese left sout'n- 
westward, and who near Sandopu un¬ 
expectedly encountered a good-sized 
Japanese force w’itli machine guns, 
was wounded, and every horse except 
Capt. Tourgonieff s was hit by the 
bullets from the Japanese machine 
guns.

Ripe cream is distinct from sour 
cream in that it is uniform soured. 

The time to temper cream is be¬ 
fore it goes into the chum, not 
after. 

Churning is a work of separation 
and needs to be done at a uniform 
temperature. 

It is a waste of cream to put it 
into the c*hurn when fresh. 

The cow’’s stomach is not a com¬ 
plete strgiiner that separates all good 
from alP bad. 

The prolltahle dairy cow is one 
that grows bettor by using us a 
dairy animal. 

The quietly kept and well fed 
dairy cow puts all her vital energy 
into milk production. 

There is only one infallible way of 
finding out whether extra feeding 
pays, and that is from an increase 
in the butter fats. 

Never scald a dairy vessel of any 
kind until the milk has been rinsed 
o(T with water of a temperature not 
to t'he scalding point.

Within recent years several lives 
have been lost through wooden legs, 
one ol the saddest accidents of the, 
kind happening last July, when 
Henry Yotter attempted to save the 
life of his son Arthur, w^ho had en¬ 
tered the Erie Canal for a swim. 
Mr. Yetter sat on the bank watching 
when the boy was seized with a 
cramp. His father, forgetting that 
he was wearing an artificial leg, 
tl^ew off his coat and plunged into 
the water, in his haste and anxiot.v 
he lost his balance and was unable 
to keep his head above water. He 
made a frantic effort to unstrap his 
log, but found it impossible, and so 
floated half a mile down the canal 
with his head below tihe surface. 
When Yettor’s body was recovered it 
was found that the cork leg still held 
up the lower part of his body, while 
his head, by the same force, was 
kept under water. 

Last year, almost on the identical 
I spot where Mr. Yetter and his son 
lost their lives, Mr, John Holland, a 
harness-maker, of Grand Rapids, was 
with his son, a lad of nineteen, stoii- 
ping at a farm on the canal and fre¬ 
quently went swimming in the stream. 
The boy two years previously had 
had his right leg cut off in a trolley 
accident and was obliged to wear an 
artificial limb. Though 

AN EXCELLENT SWIMMER 
he had given up the sport since the 
accident, and while his father plunged 
into the canal the boy preferred to 
sit on the bank and watch him. 

One morning, however, the father 
was seized with n cramp, and, Ids 
cries attracting his son, the boy, 
without even divesting himself of his 
coat, dived In, and when ho came to 
the surface found Himself absfolutel.v 
at the mercy of his wooden leg. Try 
as ho coaild he was unable to keep It 
under control or prevent It forcing 
, his head under water. Meanwhile, 
however, his father was drowning, 
Ibut their imited cries had attracted a 
ibargeman, who managed to reach Mr. 

' Holland before ho disappeared and 
'drag him on board. He then turned 
his attention to the son. who was 
still engaged in a fierce fight with his 
leg, and also succeoded in pulling him 
on to the barge. 

i Some years ago a boy lost his 
life on the Devonshire coast, through 
'a foolish bet and the misfortune of 
wearing a wooden leg. The young 
lad wont with several other boys to 
bathe. He did not Intend to enter 
the water, but after being chaffed by 
his companions Ho threw off his 
clothes and jumped into n deep part 
of the water. 

As happened in the other ensos 
mentioned tlu» artificial limb immedl- 
atel.v had him nt its mercy, and 
though he criwl out repeatedly hl.s 
companions considered ho was mero- 
ly fooling, and when they realized he 
Was in d'lnger the lad had floated 
some considerable distance out to sea 
FACE DOWNWARDS. 

None of the other boys could swim, 
and though they made heroic efforts 
to reach him they were unable «o do 
80 , and could only watch the body 
as It floated on the waves, supported 
by the wooden limb, apparently life¬ 
less. Half an hoUr later a small 
boat came along and rescued the 
body, but, though every effort was 
made to resuscitate the boy, life was 
found to be extinct. He was an ex¬ 
cellent swimmer, and would have 
been able to swim a mile had he 
been freed from his leg, but. ns Ir.- 
other case.s.

RUSSIAN GRAND DUKES. 

. Serious Burden on Poverty* 
stricken Russia. 

The male relatives of the Czar con- 
.sist of one brother, four uncles, four 
! first cousins, ten cousins of the .sec- 
' ond degree, thirteen cousin.s of tho 
third degree, and one great-uncle. His 
brot'he:-, his gront-^u.ncle, his uncles, 
and his cousins of tho first and sec¬ 
ond degree are all Grand Dukes with 
.the jireflx Imperial Highness, while 
i the cousins of the third degree arc 
only Princes of Russia, with the pre¬ 
fix Highness, 

I This makes a total of thirty-three 
male members of the Imperial house, 
in addition to the Czar himself, who 
! are a serious burden on poverty- 
stricken Russia, for each' one of them 
receives ns his birthright nn income 
of iilDO.OOO approximately a year 
from the moment he sees the light of 
the world till the hour of his death. 
Tho present sum paid to the Grand 
Dukes and Princes of tbe Russian Im¬ 
perial house thus amounts to a total 
of about £8,000,800 per anuum. 

The Grand Dukes have little need of 
the money;, for they have contrived 
to accumulate immense estates all 
over the country. Between them 
these thirty-three Grand Dukes and 
Princes of tho Russian Imperial house 
own 5,000 square miles of land, or 
about one-fourth part of the entire 
territory In European Russia. Beeides 
these ^t\8t estates, they possess no 
less than 825 palaces ond castles, and 
employ some 20,000 domestic ser¬ 
vants.

POST OFFICE PHONES. 
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British pillages Connected 
^he Larger Cities. 

An important experiment, 
may have far-reaching results, 

Ing mode by tho telegraph depart¬ 
ment of the British General I’ost- 
ofllc-o in half a dozen village.s. The 
object is to ascertain if it is practi¬ 
cable to make village post-otlices 
serve tho purpose of public telephone 
call offices. If successful the re.sult 
will be the removal of one of the dis¬ 
abilities to life in village.s. 

For the past six years, ullhough the 
fact is not generally known. It has 
been the practice to use tho telephone 
Which officially is a telegraph instru¬ 
ment, to transmit telegraph me.ssHge.s 
from town centres to smalHvillage 
j>ost-<)ffice.s. The installation of a 
telephone wire is cheaper than tho 
elegri'ph installation, and the un*s* 
.sages cun be sent more oxpeditlou.sly 
than by the needle instrument of the 
A B (J code, tho methods generally 
used in village post-offices, the mes¬ 
sages are written out and stampetf by 
the sender, and are sent over the 
wire by the clerk. • 

In the selected villages it is 
imssible for any member of the 
lie to ring up a .sub.scrlber and 
the.se post-office telephones in 
ordinary manner nt the ordinary 
rates. Should the person with whom 
cotmiiunicatiun is desired not be on 
t'he telephone the sender can tele¬ 
phone his message to the nearest 
post-office and have It sent on by 
express messenger. In the case of 
long messages t'he saving in expery^, 
as compared with sending the same 
message nt telegraph rates, will be 
ver.v considerable. Slmilarlly, the 
town-dw(*ller will bo able to communi¬ 
cate with the villager. 

The point to be decidi'd is whether 
his new arrangement meets a real 
pulilic want.

TELEPHONIES IN WAR. 

Scoutting with the aid of the tele¬ 
phone has become one of the features 
of modern warfare, and is now being 
made use of by the Japonese. The 
operations are conducted in t'he fol¬ 
lowing manner: Two scouts proceed 
from the lines towards tho enemy 
one, the observer, is a skilled army 
officer who makes the observations, 
which are transmitted back to head¬ 
quarters through a telephone line 
paid out from a reel carried by on 
electrician of t‘hc signal corps, A 
ground return is used, the "ground’* 
being made by thrusting a bayonet or 
hatchet into the earth, and attach¬ 
ing one ond of the line to it. The 
electrician carries a battery on his 
bock. In this manner a scout may 
Ik* able to stay out a long time and 
give Valuable Information without be¬ 
ing obliged to moke a number of 
ho>ardou8 trips to the front.

The statistical summary of vessels 
totally loBt» condemned, etc., now 
pubUsbed by Lloyd’s Register, sli.'ws 
that during 1908 the gross reduction 
in the effective mercantile marine of 
the world amounted to 023 vessels, 
of 779,808 tons, excluding all vessels 
of less than 100 tons. Of this total 
H2(i veHsels of 470,081 tons were 
steamers, and 896, of 800,728 t6ns, 
were sailing vessels. As regards 
steamers the present return exceeds 
the average of the previous ten years 
by J18 vessels and 08,671 tons; ns re¬ 
gards sailing vessels it is below tl^e 
average by 148 vessels of 50,0'il 
tons. 

WRECKS FREQUENT. 

The summary exhibits interesting 
data as to the relative frequency of 
the different kinds of casualty, etc., 
which conclude the existence of ves¬ 
sels. Strandings and kindred casual¬ 
ties, which are comprised under the 
term "wreckage,” are mruch the most 
prolific cause of disaster. To such 
casualties arc attributable 36.6 per 
cent, of tbe losses of steamers, and 
43 per cent, of the losses of sailing 
vessels. The next most common ter¬ 
mination of a vessel's career is by 
condemnation, breaking up, etc., 7.8 
per cent, of the steamers and about 
23.7 of the sailing vessels removed 
from the merchant fleets of the world 
being accounted for in this manner. 
Of the remaining causes of loss, col¬ 
lision is the most general for steam¬ 
ers (13.3 per cent.); while, in the 
sailing vessels, cases of abandomont 
at .sea come next in oixier of fre*- 
quency (9.9 per cent.). The ])ercont- 
uges Just given ar^ based on the pre¬ 
sent return alone, but the order of 
frequency of the several classes of 
casualty appears to bo normal. Cases 
of abandoment, foundered and miss¬ 
ing v'cssels, are, no doubt, frequently 
more or less similar in the circum¬ 
stances of loss. If those bo taken 
collectively t'hoy comprehend 18.4 per 
cent, of the steamers, and 2.'>.5 per 
cent, of the sailing vessels removed 
from the mercantile marine during 
1908. 

BRITAIN LOWFkST. 

The return has been compiled in 
sudh n manner as to enable a com¬ 
parison to be made between the per¬ 
centages of loss sufTored b.v each of 
the principal merchant navies In the 
world. CiTcat as the ab.solute annual 
, lo.ss of vessels belonging to the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom appears to be, it is seen 
to form a very moderate percentage 
of the mercantile marine of the coun¬ 
try, and to compare favorably with 
the lo.sses sustained b.v other loading 
maritime countries. The merchant 
navies which exceed a total of 1,000,- 
000 tons are those of the United 
Kingdom, the British Colonies. the 
United States of 'America, Trance, 
Germany, Italy and Norway. Of 
these countries the United Kingdom 
shows the smallest percentage of loss, 
viz.; 1.69 of the vessels owned; Ger¬ 
many follows, with 2,5 per cent.; and 
Norway is the highest, with .5.64 per 
cent. As regards steamers, both the 
percentage for the United Kingdom 
and for the other six countries to¬ 
gether stand at 1.40. For sailing 
vessels, the percentoge of loss for 
the United Kingdom is 2.64, and 
4.6 for the other six countries. The 
average yearly loss during the last 
live years for vessels owned by the 
United Kingdom has been 1.79 per 
cent., as compari*d with 3.40 j-or 
cent, for vessels owned by the otlier

Git Into Zt and Await Sinking 
of Ship—Has Bssn Proved 
Good. 

Captain Donvig, Sweden, is now in 
the United States placing befoi'e the 
authorities his recently invented llfo- 
saving globe. 

Captain Donvig asserts that tests 
have proved the absolute safety of 
those who have trusted themselves 
to the globes. Any number up to 
sixteen persons have only to climb 
into the ^lobe, ho soys, close the 
manholes and w’ilhout fear wait for 
their vessel to sink. 

No matter how great the SHiction, 
ho says, the globes will bob up ser¬ 
enely, and right side up, and there¬ 
after it will be merely a question of 
waiting for {mother vessel to come 
along and pick the globe up. Some 
little progress even can bo made in 
the globe by means of a small square 
sail. There is a rudder attachment, 
and Captain Donvig Huys he has beou 
able to make two and one-half knots 
an hour before the wind. On some 
globes ho has also fitted a small pro- 
I)eller to be worked by hand, but it 
is not upon locomotion, either by 
sail or propellor that he places great 
der>endence. By- displaying a flog by 
day and discharging rockets at night 
he would expect soon to be over¬ 
hauled, unless the wreck occurred far 
out of the usual lanes of sea travel. 
MADE OP STEEL PLATES. 

Captain Donvig’s lifo-saving globe 
is constructed of steel plates 3-16 
of an inch thick. It has the form of 
a globe with a segment cut off, the 
fiat part forming the bottom, which 
is double, the outside plates being 
6-16 of an inch thi^. In its out¬ 
fit are a fonder of Heavy cable stret¬ 
ched about its circumference, an 
anchor with 100 fathoms of steel 
wire rope, a wooden grating above 
the inner bottom, straps and loose 
reindeer padding to provide against 
sixteen passe|gers being tossed about 
In the globe fin heavy seas or when 
the globe fiim takes the water as a 
vessel goes aown, a bilge pump, a 
ruddpr qnd tiller and sails and oars. 

Part of the ballast are two large 
tanks, each holding 260 gallons, fur 
fresh Water, and the seats encircling 
the interior of the globo are built 
over lockers -in which a considerable 
quantity of food may bo stored. In 
the top of the globo is a 12-inch ven¬ 
tilating pii)e, which may bo raised 
from the inside to a height of five 
feet or may bo ,lowercd so as to be 
flush with the outer surface of the 
globe. ’Fliis pipn is fitted with a 
cover and packing in the top for 
quick opening, mid closing for ven¬ 
tilation while at scu, in case the seas 
are so high as to entirely dash over 
the globe. 

All of the throe manholes can bo 
opened and closed from the inside, 
and through small glass lights fitted 
into the aides, the outer surround¬ 
ings of the globo can be observed. 
The largest inside diameter is five 
feet, the height from the inner bot¬ 
tom to the top of the globe i.s six 
feet and the distance between the 
false and the true bottom is a little 
more than six feet. There is an 
air space of 2665 cubic feet and the 
globo occupies a deck area of 64 
square feet. With Its fender anchor, 
100 fathoms of steel wire rope and 
other equipment, the weight of the 
globo is' about 3,600 pounds, 

FOUR MEN CAN’T CAPSIZE IT.

OF THE SEA. 

Experts to Become in a Skort 
Time the Richeet Man in y 
the World. 

*‘Do you not think it probable. 
Cavalioro Pino, that In. a short while 
you will be the richest mud alive?’’ 

It was the first question that I put 
to the inventor wTites a correspon¬ 
dent of the London Express in Paris. 
Pino latterly has l)een a much-sought 
after and a seldom-seen individual. 
The fume of his inventions—his hyd- ' 
roscope, which allows him to view 
the borttom of the sea at any depvVi, 
and his elevator, which' allows, hlfn 
to raise any sunken object by the 
power of compressed air—spread fai* 
abroad after the first account of them 
appeared some time ago. 

Then at once shoals of letters 
poured upon him; people sought him 
out in Italy from all parts of the 
world. Editors craved articles; sal¬ 
vage companies, pearl lisher.s, sponge 
fishers, and fi.shermon proper clamor¬ 
ed for the right to use his invention. 
One Englishman offered Pino $25,000 
for the use of a hydroscopo for a 
limited time off the Northirmbcrland 
coast. An Italian newspaper offer¬ 
ed to pay the price of a new hydro¬ 
scope—some $10,000—if only a re¬ 
porter might bo allowed to investl- 
*gntc and describe the work in- Vigo 
Bay. But I’ino refused to lK*ar 
one. 

Only when business called him to 
Paris recently did ho remember to 
send a telegram to the writer mak¬ 
ing on appointment in fulfilment of 
an old promise, 

UNTOLD WEALTH. 

Ho did not answer at once when I 
asked him point-blank if ho saw any 
limit to the harvest of wealth he 
might reap; by nature he is the most 
unassuming of men. Then ho said : 

"Tile answer must dei»cnd some¬ 
what on the concessions that I am to 
gain. Sea treasure is not common 
properly; every sunken ship has an 
owner somewhere. But if I ha^'o luck 
If no mistakes are made In my busi¬ 
ness arrangements, I answer. Yes, 1 
think 1 shall become the richest man. 
For I am certain of the power of my 
instruments; I am convinced that I 
hold the secret not only for finding 
all the treasures of the sea, but for 
recov'oring them also. 

"At Vigo alone,'- he went on, 
"twenty-cighE million pounds’ worth 
of gold and silver Is to be picked up 
with the Spani.sh treasure fleet that 
sank there in 1702. So the Spanish 
Government estimates. To recover 
this is the beginning, but not the 
end of my work. 

"My business manager. Dr. Carlo 
iberti, has made contracts with the 
Spanish officials, giving us the right 
to seek for lost treasure In five 
other places—IVafalgar among them. 
Then wo are thinking of sending an 
elevator quite soon to Port Arthur, 
to raise the ironclads lost there, val¬ 
ued even no-w at $100,000,000, I am 
told, ’llien, when I consider the fish 
in the sea that my hydroscope can 
reveal to us, the pearls, the coral 
banksl the sponges—when I remember 
the three ships, one big and two 
small, that go down In the world’s 
waters every day—I confess I can see 
no limit to future posslbilHies. 

"But at present the treasure fleet 
at Vigo Is our aim.’’ 

THE VIGO GALLEONS. 

^en Pino went on to describe how 
In April lost he set sail from Italy 
to Vigo on his fine steamer, the Sun 
Clemente.

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AN INGENIOUS CAPTAIN. 

Stopped a Leak in His Vessel at 
Great Risk. 

Many have read in Mr. Ilopkinson 
Smith’s story t)f “Cnp'n Bob" who 
stopped up a hole in his ferry-boat 
with his own arm, and thus saved 
many lives. The London Daily Ex¬ 
press describes a methad of stojipiiig 
a leak no le.ss novel and ingimious 
than "Cnp'n Bob’s," and not so try¬ 
ing to physical well-lieing us that 
adopUKl by the heroic [lilot. 'Pho 
Norwegian bark Flora, bound for 
L’aPe Town, experienced in the Bay 
of Biscay such terrific weather that 
she was obliged to lie to for si.x 
days. 

In the bufTeting lliat the vessel re¬ 
ceived she sprang a leak, and began 
to take in water at the rate of six 
inches an hour. All hands were kept 
nt the pumps day and nigbt without 
intermission. As the gale abated 
the bark drove Ijefore it into calmer 
seas 

Captain Mattson found the leak 
was getting worse and set his brains 
to w’ork. He constructed a great 
waterproof canvas bag. sixteen feet 
long, sl.x feet in circumfcrtjnce and 
two feet in diameter. 'Phis he kept 
distended by the means of hrmps. A 
window of glass was let into the 
side, five feet from the bottom. 3'he 
captain stopi>ed Into the bag, and 
the means of tackle was drawn under 
water so that he could .sec th^sj e^. 
The other end of the bag licing oT*^ 


Was found such that four men were 
unable to capsize It, although they 
had a leverage on the raised ventila¬ 
ting pipe. When thrown from a 

wharf Bo that it took the water uji- 
side down it quickly nnio-vered on up¬ 
right pofcJition. With sixteen men iu 
the globe and all ventilation cut oil 
the air supply was found sufllcient 
so that no discomfort wa.s felt Six¬ 
teen itien entered the globe through 
one manhole in one minute and three 
seconds and made their exit through 
three manholes in forty-throe 
ond.s. 

To test the glolje’s strength to re¬ 
sist the shock of a collision, a steam 
launch of twentx^-one ton.s was driven 
In full speed against the side of the 
globe, but with the result that only 
a small dent was mmle iu a plate. 

Two of the globes were tested Itnul- 
l.v by being thrown overboard from 
a ves.sel, to drift ashore on the const 
of Denmark while it was blowing a 
close reefed topsail gale. Although 
it would have been impossible fox- 
lifeboats to have made a landing, 
those aboard the globes w'ere carried 
safely to .shore. They landed ui»- 
riglit on nn inner shoal, whence the 
^ s eas could move them no further, and 
moil who hud made the novel 
Voyage wadded ashore.

Aa yNu know, I 
need not repeat it, the trade from 
Britain to Canada and from Canada to 
Great Britain has gone up by leaps and 
bounds ; it has surpassed the most san¬ 
guine expectations wo could formulate. 
(Cheers.) Our imports in 1890 had 
dwindled to the paltry sum of $29,000,- 
000, and in the year 1904, the last fiscal 
year, the importations, which in 1800 
were only $29,000,000, had risen to how 
much ? From $29,000,000 to no less than 
$61,000/KK)—more than doubled their 
volume. (Cheers.) 

Selling More to Britahx 

Then, sir, as I told you, we expseted 
that if we bought more from the British 
people they would appreciate it, and 
would buy more from us, and our ex¬ 
pectations in this respect also have not 
been disappointed. They have been real¬ 
ized, and more than realized. In 1890 
wo sold to Great Britain barely $60,009.- 
000 worth of produce and products of 
every kind, and, I am happy to say, in 
the year 1908, after seven years only 
had elapsed under the preferential tar¬ 
iff, our exportations had risen from .$C0,- 
^,000, to more than $134,000,000—that

Other Able Speeches.

:ive members, who di^nded the House 
jpon it, a most unusual thing on a prl- 
rata bill, and the first man to vote in its 
favor was the Premier, Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
er. (Cheers.) But the Senate, which 
was then controlled by Sir Mackonr.ie 
Bowell, opposed the bill, and he had to 
iccept a compromise, under "which 
Suelph city had been able to elect 
dx representatives to the board.

Referring to 
the G. T. Pacific policy of the (jovern- 
ment, Mr. Paterson reminded the audi- 
cpiv that the co^.-M-ruction of the road 
would prtiduce enormous demands for 
the products of the manufacturers of 
eastern C-anada, He doubted whether 
the rank and file or the Conservative 
party would endorse the policy of their 
lead'MS, who declared that if they were 
returned to power they would cancel the 
contract for the con.struction of the 
road.

FORD SIFTON. 


EntlinsUitic Reception and Unanimous 
Endorsation—A Converted Conser¬ 
vative Findi the Liberal Party tho 
Exponents of Canadian Aspirations. 


Brandon. OcL 12.—Hon. Clifford Slfton. 
Minister of the Interior. was 
unanimously tendered the Liberal 
nomination for Brandon at the 
Liberal oonvsntlon here this afternoon. 
The affair proved the occasion of one 
of the most remarkable political 
stratlons ever witnessed in the west. The 
delegates In attendance numbered about 
230. and represented every polling sub¬ 
division In the constituency. The recep¬ 
tion accorded Mr. Slfton wm enthusiastic 
in the extreme. On entering the hall the 
MinistM' was greeted with three cheers 
and a tiger. Fully flve minutes elapsed 
before the delegates allowed him to pro¬ 
ceed with hla speech of acceptance. In 
which he briefly referred to the Issues of 
the campaign, and Impressed upon bis 
audience the necessity for making the 
campaign short, sharp and decisive. At 
an early stage of the proceedings the 
convention adopted strong resolutions en¬ 
dorsing the Liberal Govemmej^and ex¬ 
pressing Its unbounded confldemfc In the 
Minister of the Interior. 

A feature of the meeting was the ex¬ 
posure of the hole-and-corncr meeting of 
the Conservatives held here last week, 
and masquerading as the r6pn‘sc;r.atlve8 
of the Grain-growers' Association of 
Manitoba. The attempt to beguile the 
public Into the Impression that Mr. 
Richardson had secured the endorsation 
of that important organization has re¬ 
acted on the conspirators. Mr. Rod. K. 
Mackenzie, General Secretary of the 
Grain-growers’ Association, showed that 
the meeting had been Irregrula-rly held, 
and that it was far from being repre¬ 
sentative In character. Mr. Robert Hall, 
Mayor of Brandon, presided, and Major 
Clarke of Brandon acted as Secretary.

Converted to Liberalism. 

A dramatic flavor was afforded by the 
rattling speech by Dr. Hughes of Souris, 
formerly a prominent Conservative, who 
announced his conversion to Liberalism, 
and declared his unswerving loyalty to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Hon. Clifford 
Blfton.

GOVERNMENT CONTROL OF RAII^ 
WAY RATES. 

Much of the hostile criticism of the 
agreement between tho Dominion Gov 
ernment and the Grand Trunk PtkCJtic 
Railway Company for the construction 
and operation of the National Transcon¬ 
tinental Railway is based on the as¬ 
sumption that the company will have 
unlimited control of the rates charged 
for traffic, and that it will be able to 
"water” the capital stock at pleasure 
for the purpose of making "a few mil¬ 
lionaires.”’ Those who talk in this 
strain Ignore the change which hes 
taken place In the railway situation as 
the result of the creation of tlis Rail¬ 
way Commission—that is, the perraan 
ent commission, made up by Mr. Blair, 
Dr. Mills and Mr. Bernier. To all who 
feel uneasy about this aspect of the 
matter the following passage of tue 
,speech of last session on the agreement 
delivered by Mr. Fielding,(^the Mini.s 
ter of Finance, may be unreservedly 
commended :— 

I have pointed out before and onlv r« 
peat it DOW by way of record, that in 
the railway act of Canada we have the 
most unlimited and unqualified power lo 
fix the rates of the Grand Trunk Paci 
ftc. There is no limitation such as the 
late Government placed in the oontract 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. Thi<» 
Grand Trunk Pacific is to come as fully, 
as completely, as unreservedly, as re¬ 
spects freight rates, under the control 
of the Railway Commissioners of Cffn 
^ada as the sraalleat railway within the 
J>)rainion. This point is of the utmost 
Importance, because conditions which 
might have been neceesary in the case 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway with a 
10 per cent, clause are not necessary in 
this case when there is no suoh clause. 
Tlicrefore, wkile I myself would have 
preferred, foi reasons which I gave in 
the debate IfiRt year, that that contract 
should have remained as It was, still 
the change that has been made i.s not 
open to objection as fully as the bon. 
gentlemen think it is. The hon. the 
leader of the Opposition (Mr. R, L. Bor¬ 
den), speaking of it to-day, made re¬ 
peated references to watered stock up¬ 
on which dividends would have to he 
earned arvd upon w'hlch freight ratrai 
would have to be computed. 

There is no possibility under the leg¬ 
islation respocting this contract for 
watered stock to be considered in the 
fixing of freight rates.

What Has Been Achieved In the 
Postal Service. 


USEFULNESS ENLARGED 


Facilities to Public Increased in 
Every I^ection. 


With Greatly Reducea Rates, Largely 
Increased Service and Better Re¬ 
muneration to the Staff, the Annual 
Deficit Is Converted Into a Hand¬ 
some Surplus. 


f The eminently satisfactory report of 
ne Postoffice Department for the year 
which closed on the 30th of June last 
invites a retrospective review of the re¬ 
cord of this important branch of the 
Government ser\nce and a consideration 
of the conditions under which results so 
satisfactory have been accomplished. 
After all, the extent to which the depart¬ 
ment has proved its usefulness in meet¬ 
ing the requirements and the conven¬ 
ience of the people, rather than the bal¬ 
ance sheet which it presents, must in 
the last analysis be the test by which 
the degree of success whihh has attend¬ 
ed its administration is determined. 
When both these most important condi¬ 
tions are shown to have beet met, then 
the. result may, indeed, be regarded as 
satisfactory. Coming as it does so 
closely in touch with the every day so¬ 
cial and commercial life of the people, 
any defects in the work of the depart¬ 
ment speedily attract attention,. It is 
essential that the postoffice in all its 
details keep pace with the changing con¬ 
ditions, and especially is prompt recog¬ 
nition of newly-developing requirements 
necessary in a young country where the 
prairie or the silent forest of to-day be¬ 
comes tlie thriving settlement or the 
busy mining camp of to-morrow, de¬ 
manding postal service with all .iie cer¬ 
tainty and regularity to which the 
dwellers in the older settlements are ac¬ 
customed. 

Changes Wrought in Eight Years. 

A comparison of the postoffice of to¬ 
day with the service as it was only 
eight years ago reveals phenomenal de¬ 
velopment in every branch, in keeping 
with the great progress which has mark¬ 
ed that period of our history. The 
fK>8toffice differs from almost every 
other branch of the Government service 
in that it had its origin and was estab¬ 
lished not for the purpose of taxing the 
people or as a necessary portion of the 


pire hat already made itself felt in vari¬ 
ous ways. 

The Domestic Rate. 

Greater in importance from an econ¬ 
omic standpoint to the mass of the peo¬ 
ple, howevei < the reduction of the 
domestic rate f postage by 33 per cent., 
one of the nmnt meritorious and note- 
M'orthy features of the administration of 
Sir Wm. Mulock. While the reduction 
in the Impetrial rate is larger, being 60 
per cent, of the former rate, owing^ to 
the volume of business done, the snv^ 
to the people from this reduction in the 
domestic rate is by far the greatest. 
While the whole of the increase of 143,- 
000,000, or 120 per cent., in the number 
of letters carried through the Canadian 
postoffice in eight years may not all bo 
attributable to the reduction in rates, 
there can be no doubt that it has ma¬ 
terially stimulated the use of the mails 
for all purposes. 

A Strikifif Contrast. 

In striking contrast to the action of 
the PostmMter-General was the pes¬ 
simism which characterized the former 
administration upon the question of a 
reduction in the rates. In the last bud¬ 
get speech, which he delivered in 1806. i 
but a few months before Sir Wm. Mu- I 
lock assumed the portfolio of Postmas¬ 
ter-General, Hon. George E. Foster re¬ 
ferred* to the demand for a reduction in 
the following words :— 

"There is now a deficit of somewhere 
near $800,000 between the total receipts 
and total expenditures of our postal 
service, and this, I fear, makes the time 
somewhat distant when what otherwise 
might be fairly asked for can be granted 
—that is, a reduction upon the rates of 
postage in this country.” 

The difference between the methods of 
administration pursued by his predeces¬ 
sor and those of Sir Wm. Mulock was 
the difference between the old and pre¬ 
sent rates of postage. And when the 
reduction was proposed Sir Charles Tup- 
per predicted that it meant a loss of 
$1,000,000 in the revenue. The results 
show that instead of a loss of revenue, 
except temporarily, there has been a 
very material increase. With the re¬ 
duction of the domestic and Imperial 
postage rates, not only has there not 
beerf- a decrease of revenue and a cor¬ 
respondingly large increase in the deficit 
w'hich annually marked the administra¬ 
tion of the department under the Con¬ 
servative Government, but the Post¬ 
master-General found himself fible also 
to recommend a rer. Action in the rate to 
the United States similar to that in do¬ 
mestic postage. 

The Postal Note System. 


The need of an improved method of 
sending small sums of money from one 
part of the country to the other and 
even to foreign countries was long felt 
by the great mass of the people not 
in business or having bank accounts. 
This has been met by the institution of 
the postal note system, which from the 
day it was inaugurated has been stead 
ily growing in favor, its simplicity and 
freedom from red tape rendering it an 
extremely j>opular institution.

In the internal 
administration of the department the 
efficiency of the service has been pro¬ 
moted by businesslike methods of deal¬ 
ing with the staff. Old regulations 
whieh had remained in force for a quart¬ 
er of a century were revised and made 
applicable to present conditions. Es¬ 
pecially effective were these changes m 
stimulating the whole staff towards 
greater efficiency, and an even keener 
appreciation of the responsibilities of the 
department to the public. Experience 
in the service w-as associated with mer¬ 
it and proficiency in the performance 
of duty as the road to preferment. In¬ 
creased remuneration in all branches 
and an improvement in the conditions of 
service have also contributed toward in¬ 
crease^! efficiency and encouraged a spirit 
of emulation among the staff. As an 
Illustration of the devotion to duty 
which characterizes the department, the 
fidelity of an official who W’hen the 
trains were blocked with snow last win¬ 
ter shouldered his mail bag and strug¬ 
gled for forty miles over the badly dr’ft- 
ed rqad to deliver thr treasured mail to 
the nearest point wh>ence it could be 
despatched. Other instances where the 
railway mail service succeeded in getting 
mails through when the express lines 
were snowbound were numerous last 
winter, striking tributes t-o the efficient 
organization and endurance' of the 
staff. 

In a word, the Postoffice Department, 
under Sir William Mulock, having ma¬ 
terially increased the service in every 
direction, having given deserved en¬ 
couragement to country postmaaters and 
the staff generally in the way of in- 


pect for the realization of those oonbi- 
tions of the possession of which th^ 
French'Canadians gave evidence yester¬ 
day. We cannot but regard the defeat 
of the Conservative party as a calamity 
to the people of Canada, inasmuch as it 
leaves in control of the Government men 
who have been prov,gn to be unfaithful 
bo their trust. But it is infinitely worse

Imperial Penny Postage. 

The greatest reform, the most far- 
reaching in its effects, and that which 
has brought Canada most 'prominently 
before the British Empire, is the realiz¬ 
ation of the dream of Imperialists for 
many years—an Imperial penny postage, 
the inauguration of which between Can¬ 
ada and the United Kingdom makes 
Christmas Day of 1898 a red-letter day 
in Imperial history. The subsequent ex¬ 
tension of the system to all parts of the 
empire has served to emphasize to the 
world the unity of the empire as a liv- 

f j^g actuality. Following up the Imper¬ 
ial idea. Canada led the way in agitat¬ 
ing for the reduction of the postal rates 
upon newspapers and periodicals be¬ 
tween the Dominion, the mother coun¬ 
try and other parts of the empire. The 
comparatively low rates which prevailed 
between the United States and Canada 
had long given alien publications a de- 
• ided advantage over those of the moth¬ 
er country, and the effect of the wide 
di.stribution of these publications ol 
alien sympathy w'as not calculated to 
foster or strengthen the Imperial senti¬ 
ment. As a result of the efforts of the 
Postmaster-General Canadian newspap¬ 
ers and periodicals are now carried 
through the mails to the United King¬ 
dom and other parts of the empire at 
^^the same rate as in the Dominion. The 
beneficial effect of a wider dissemination

These foresti 
fire rangera are selected from men re¬ 
siding in or near the district where they 
are employed, and at the cloae of each 
season the ^kjirvising ollicers make a 
genera] report of the work done under 
their supervision, and a few extract!

Mr. James Leamy, the Dominion

rangers during that fiea.son was very 
efflcaciou.s, not only in putting out lires, 
but largely in preventing them. A

Surplus of the Dominion For the Last 
Fiscal Year. 

Ottawa, OD-it. 12.—AVn ^’bounding pros¬ 
perity throughout Canada is denoted by 
the revised official figures of the la.st 
ffnancial year. The Federal exchequer 
is full to repletion, and the revenue Is 
exceedingly buoyant. Tliere was a sur¬ 
plus of $15,227,006 over ordinary ex¬ 
penditure, and a reduction of $6,321,318 
has been made in the public debt. The 
surplus over all expenditures combined 
amounts to nearly five millions. Com¬ 
pared with 1902-3, the receipts show a 
gain of $4,620,000. In the three main 
sources of income, custonw, excise and 
postofftce, there were satisfactory aug¬ 
mentations. Tlie sum of $2,046,878 was 
paid out for railway subsidies, and $1,- 
130,041 for iron and steel bounties. The 
latter Is less than for the previous year.

Manufacture in Toronta 


REMARKABLE GROWTH. 


Twelve New Factories, Giving 
Employment to 1,420 People. 


Four Others Have Increased the Number 
of Their Employees From to 
i»03o—Articles Now Being Produced 
Here Were Formerly Imported. 


There is no more striking evidence 
of industrial prosperity in Toronto 
than that provided by the manufactur¬ 
ers of whitewear, cloaks and kindred 
lines. Below is given a list of six¬ 
teen of these factories, employing 2,- 
450 persons. Twelve of them have 
been established since 1894, and they 
give employment to l,4ii0 people, while 
the other four have increased the num¬ 
ber of their operators in that time 
from 300 to 1,030. The sixteen fac¬ 
tories, therefore, show that 2,150 more 
people are working in these industries 
in the city to-day than there were ten 
years ago, an increase of over 700 per 
cent. This is a remarkable showing, 
and particularly gratifying from the 
fact that the articles now being pro¬ 
duced here were formerly almost en¬ 
tirely imported from the United States, 
Britain and Germany. The Canadian 
manufacturer in this case has captured 
the home trade by the superiority of 
his product, and it is stated that the 
price to the consumer has not only not 
been increased, but lowered. As will 
be seen by the brief detailed state¬ 
ment concerning each company, every 
factory that has l>een in operation for 
a few years has been compelled to in¬ 
crease its accommodation to a consid¬ 
erable extent, in some ca.ses purchas¬ 
ing expensive buildings, while others 
are at the present time proccecjling with 
the erection of structures that will 
better house them.

A BOON TO BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

“I need not go into details of the 
progress and' prosperity prevailing in 
British Columbia as a result of the 
policy of the Laurier (^vemment,” said 
Dr. Sinclair, one of the most prominent 
men in British Columbia, to a newspaper 
reporter the other day.

Many mines formerly idle are now be¬ 
ing operated, giving employment to large 
numbers of men. These silver-lead ores 
are being treated at the Nelson and 
Trail smelters, and tho value of this 
yeai^s tonnage promises to exceed three 
million dollars, a sum of wealth that 
would not have been created but for the 
patriotic policy of the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment.”

THE FARMS OF GANADA 


SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS 
REGARDING AREA UNDER CROP. 


The Daily Graphic Was Led Into a 
Serious Error by Taking Lots and 
Calling Them Farms. | 


In an article on the number and size 
of faima in Canada a recent issue of The 
London Daily Graphic uses figures taken 
from the last volume of the Statistical 
Year Book of Canada to show that the 
number of farms in the Dominion de« 
dined from 620,486 in 1801 to 544,688 
in 1901. The Graphic says that to a 
certain extent the matter is explained 
by the fact that there has been a greai 
decrease in the number of farms of 5t 
acres and under, and a smaller decrease 
in the farms from that size up to lOU 
acres, while farms of over 100 acres have 
largely increased. 

It is no doubt true that the tendency 
in Canada is towards larger farms. 1 t^ 
the ten years from 1891 to 1901 therd 
was an increase of 20,555 farms of IO 4 
to 200 acres in size, and of 11,679 farms 
of 201 acres and over, being a total in¬ 
crease of 32,234 in the number of farms 
of 101 acres and over. The alleged 
decrease in the number of farms was 
chiefly in areas of ten acres and under, 
being from 191,612 to 01,186, or 100,420 
so-called farms. In the 1901 census ali 
areas of lc.ss than five acres were class¬ 
ed as lot.s if they had agricultural sta¬ 
tistics, and as farms if of five acres and 
over; The number of less than five 
acres was 72,855, and the number of five 
to’ ton acres was 18,331. In the 1891 
census all areas of ten acres and under 
wore put into one class, whether they 
liad agricultural .statistics or not, and a 
largo pro])ortion had none. Hence tho 
mistake of The London Graphic in fol¬ 
lowing the tables of tlie Year Book ; it 
has counted every small lot as a farm 
without knowing that in a great many 
cases no live .stock or field crops or fruic 
or garden .'»tufT was returned with the 
I.and.

The Mackenzie Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany started the making of silk blouses 
two years ago. They now employ 20 
hands. 

Another new company is the Puritan 
Knitting Mills, Limitwl, which three 
years ago started the manufacture of 
knitted underwear in the building at the 
corner of Atlantic avenue and King 
street. Tliey have 60 employees.
